IRONTON, Mo., May 15.—While trying 


to shield her father from a neighbonfs 
bullets in a shotgun and rifle duel, Effie 
Butler, 19 years old, was shot through 
the head and instantly killed at her 
home near Bixby, in the western part of 
iron County. Her father, James Butler, 
60 years old, was shot twice through the 
right breast. He is in a critical condi- 
tion. 

News of the tragedy was brought to 
Ironton this morning by the girl’s slay- 
er, Drew Pitts, who came in from Bix- 
by, #0 miles distant, to surrender to 
the county authorities. .Farmers who 
arrived later in the morning from the 


same vicinity confirmed the fact of the 
fatal family fight, which occurred Bat- 
urday evening. 

Was Firing at Butler. 

Pitts declared that he had no inten- 
tion of shooting Effie Butler, though he 
charges that she started the quarrel 
which led to her death. He said he 
was firing at Butler when the girl ran.

Mrs. Dora E. Doxey, acquitted about 
a year ago of killing William J. Er- 
der, was taken to Clayton in an am- 
bulance Monday to be arraigned on 4 
charge of entering into a bigamous 
marriage with Erder. 

Lying on a stretcher, she was car- 
ried into the building and up a flight 
of stairs to Judge Wurdeman’s court- 
room. Behind the _stretcher-bearers 
walked her husband, Dr. Loren  B. 
Doxey, and her aged, father, Jefferson 
Fuller. 

The dramatic arrival of the woman 
accused of bigamy caused excitement in 
and around the courthouse. A crowd 
quickly gathered as she was being tak- 
en from the ambulance, and Clayton of- 
ficials had difficulty in clearing a path 
up.the steps.and in the courthouse. cor- 
ridors. 

Clerks in all parts of the building 
deserted their desks and ran Into the 
lobby to get a glimpse of the woman 
with the strange history. 


Has to Lie on the Fioor. 
Pushing their way through the 


crowd the ambulance attendants pi 
the stretcher down on the courtroom 
floor. Mrs. Doxey lay,.on her back 
and the upper part of her face was 
covered with a white handkerchfef. 
She wore a loose-fitting blue kimona 
and a black skirt. 

For several minutes- after berng 
taken into the courtroom she lay mo- 
tionless. Then there,was a slight 
movement of the right hand and the 
lips moved. Her husband bent over 
her.

Did Not Look Natural. 

Some of thos@ in the courtroom ex- 
pressed doubt that the woman on the 
stretcher was Mrs. Doxey. 

“Yes, that is my wife,’’ said Dr. 
Doxey. “Illness has changed her ter- 
ribly.’’ 

Doubt as to her identity: was set aside 
when several court attaches who saw 
her when she was first arrested on the 
bigamy charge recognized her. 

Mrs. Doxey’s eyes are sunken, and ap- 
parently she has lost 30 pounds since 
she and her husband were acquitted of 
murder almost a year ago. 

Judge Wurdeman asked if Mrs. 
Doxey was ready to plead. “No, we are 
waiting for Gov. Johnson, C. Orrick 
bishop and Senator Matthews,” said 
Doxey. The judge then ordered that the 
stretcner be carried into his private of- 
fice away from the gaze of the curious 
wuo packed the doorways and corridors. 

After waiting two hours, until the ar- 
rival of her attorney, Mrs. Doxey 
waived the reading of the information 
and pleaded not guilty. The case was 
then docketed for trial Sept. 19 and Mrs.

Eleven members of the Women’s Or- 
zanization for Smoke Abatement bolted 
a joint meeting called. by the Million 
Population Club, when a resdélution was 


introduced Monday at the Planters that 
there be no more prosecutions of smoke 
offenders ‘“‘where co-operation could be 
used.”” Mrs. E. R. Kroeger, president 
of the women’s organization, declared 
that this upset the very work the or- 
ganization was doing, and led the bolt- 
ing delegates. 

Mrs. Kroeger had been ‘chosen vice- 
president of the joint organization, and 
fer withdrawal left the post vacant. 
Roger N. Baldwin, secretary of the Civic 
League and also of the joint organiza- 
tion, and George W. Parker, who’ dis- 
approved the resolution, joined the wom- 
en in leaving the room. Several other 
delegates followed in their lead. 

Fight Against Prosecution. 
The cause of the controversy was the 
adoption of a resolution declaring that 
“the smoke nuisance can more quickly 
and effectively be abated by educational 
methods than by prosecutions in_courts, 
and that prosecutions in the courts 
should only be instituted when co-oper- 
ative methods fail.”’ 
This resolution was presented to the 
Resolutf®ns Committee by Ben Westhus; 
a delegate from the Million Population 
Club. After a heated controversy of 
half an hour in the committee room, in 
which this provision was fought by Miss 
Bella Taussig of the Women’s organiza- 
tion, and Roger N. Baldwin of the Civic 
League, it was recommended by a ma- 
jority report. Baldwin and Miss Taus- 
sig submitted a minority report. 
Baldwin declared that the resolution 
practically ordered the progecutions in- 
itiated by the Women’s organization to

per the movement already suceessful in 
gaining favorable public sentiment. 

Majority Report Wins. 

On a roll call the chairman of dele- 
gations of eight societies voted in favor 
of the majority report. Four organiza- 
tions favored the minority report, which 
sought to change the wording so that 
no criticism would be attached to the 
work. of the women's club. 

George W. Parker got the floor and 
declared that the joint convention was 
the child of the prosecutions started by 
the women. 

‘However unpleasant or undesirable, 
it is absolutely necessary to resort to 
these prosecutions,’’ he declared. “We 
are indebted to the women for their 
work, and it is not fair to reflect on 
their action in building up public senti- 
ment in “favor. of the abatement of 
smoke.”’ 

H. C. Koenig was visibly excited when 
he arose to answer Parker: 

‘There is a man with more money 
than sense behind these prosecutions of 
the women,” Koenig declared, alluding 
to Col. James Gay Butler. “He has sent 
hirelings to arrest men whose chimneys 
smoke.”’ 

Koenig was called to order by Chair- 
man Selph, and sat down. 

Two Delegates Resign. 
Mrs. Kroeger and Baldwin arose at 
the same time and resigned theif of- 
fices. 

“We find that the women are out of 
harmony with what this organization is 
doing,‘‘ Mrs. Kroeger said. ‘““There has 
been justice done in these court prose- 
cutions and they have resulted-in much 
<ood.’”’ 

The women and many we the men 
delegates then left the hall. 

As they were leaving, Westhus said 
to Baldwin: Z 

“Let me tell you something that 
will be good for you. You are respon- 
sible for this disturbance.” 

As the bolting party went out of 
the door, Westhus sent this statement 
after them, “I guess it is a good thing 
they are gone.” 

Chairman Selph was authorized to 
fill the vacancies caused by the resig- 
nation of Mrs. Kroeger and Baldwin.

The body did 
not reappear, and has not been re- 
covered. 

A memorandum of McDermott’s name 
aid address was in the. coat, with 
request that in case of his death notice 
be sent to his brother, John McDermott, 
15 Monitor street, Jersey City, N. J. 


Gives Keys to Hotel Clerk. 
McDermott had been on a prolonged 


‘spree, and John Laumann, proprietor of 


the hotel where he lived, expressed the 
belief that McDermott’s inability to get 
whisky Sunday upset his nerves and led 
to his self-destruction. 

Before leaving the hotel at 4:30.a. m., 
McDermott handed the keys to his trunk 
and his room to Fred Hartmann, clerk 
at the hotel, and asked him to give 
them to. Laumann. 

“I'm going away,” he said. 

Hartmann thought he meant he was 
going to Illinois to take a position as 
bricklayer offered to him by a con- 
tractor there, and accepted the keys 
without comment. He had seen McDer- 
mott sitting in front of the hotel at 3 
a. m. and supposes he spent the night 
awake there. 

McDermott jumped from the south 
side of the bridge, over the western 
pier. He was 61 years old and had lived 
four years at the hotel.

EL PASO, Tex., May 15.—The end of 
the revolution in Mexico seems near. 
Judge Carbajal, Federal peace commis- 
sioner, this morning received tele- 
graphic instructions from Mexico City 
to proceed with peace negotiations 
along the lines proposed by Rafael Her- 
nandez yesterday and based upon Ma- 
dero’s demands. 

The telegram to Judge Carbajal is be- 
lieved to be signed by President Diaz 
himself, and it is rumored, contains a 
formal acceptance by the President of 
the propositions suggested. — 

Without doubt, formal peace negotia- 
tions will be immediately resumed. 

Indirect assurances. that the Federal

Her condition is 
not serious and she probable will be 
able to return to Washington within a 
few days. 

President Taft departed for W -shing- 
ton over the Pennsylvania Railroad at 
19:08 o'clock -this morning. Dr. Ev- 
ans, the Taft physician, told him just 
before he left the house of his brother, 
Henry W. Taft, that Mrs. Taft’s condi- 
tion had shown much improvement.

Visit of Japs Indicates 





Keio University Ming, Here f or Game With St. Louis U. 
Team, Evidence of the Remarkable‘Spread of 
Our National Sport. 





That time is not far distant when the 
sun will never set on baseball. 
So rapidly has the game spread from 


country to country that today the only 
gap in the round-the-world baseball zone 


and Western Asia. 

Today it is played by Latin nations, 
by Mongolians, by the hybrid Phil- 
lipinos, Hawaiians and Canucks and is 
being introduced into England. 

It hag a strong foothold in Canada 
through that country’s representation 
in the Eastern League; it has become 
almost a passion to the ardent-tempered 
Cubans; the American element has giv- 
en it a strong vogue in the Philippines 
and Hawaii, while Japan has gone wild 
over the sport. A St. Louisan is at 
present on his way to England for the 
purpose of organizing an international] 
eague there between Scottish, Irish, 
Welsh and English teams, if possible. 

This expansion means something to 
the English speaking races, as that 
much of our language which relates to 
the national game is certain to creep 
into the tongues of the foreign coun- 
tries adopting the sport. 

How far the game has progressed in 
Japan is attested by the presence in 
St. Louis today of the Keio University 
nine, from Japan, for a game with the 
St. Louis University team. On tour 
through the United States is the Waseda 
club, also a Japanese uhiversity team. 

These two clubs are taking trips en- 
tirely around the world in order to be- 
come better acquainted with American 
methods of playing the game. The Japs 
are already well posted and play good 
baseball.

NEW YORK, May 14.—When Cary, of 
Indianapolis, ran the “100 Saturday in 
the meet with Pennsylvania in 9 4-5 sec- 
onds, he was officially credited with 
equaling the American college record. 
But as a strict matter of fact he did 
not equal the record, which was fairly 
made by Arthur Duffey in the intercol- 
legiate championships, years ago, and 
was a fifth of a second faster. 

There was never the slightest doubt 
of the authenticity of Duffey’s record. 
It was accepted and held a place in rec- 
ord books for a long time, but was ar- 
bitrarily removed, years later, when 
Duffey exposed the professionalism that 
runs through amateur athletics, and 
practically admitted that he had not 
adhered strictly to the spirit of” the 
amateur rule himself. 

It was taken for granted, apparently, 
that if Duffey ever did violate the 
rule it was prior to the making of the 
record—a thing that Duffey vehemently 
denied. 

Arthur. Duffey’s running may be for- 
gotten some day, since there will be no 
printed record of his performances. But 
it isn’t forgotten yet. He was, with the 
possible exception of Bernard Wefers, 
the swiftest man that ever drew on a 
spiked shoe.

Schoolboy Atheltics Overdone. 

Mike Murphy, the greatest coach ever 
connected with amateur athletics, says 
that in his experience as a college coach 
he has seen a great many college ath- 
letes who broke down in their first or 
second year because they had ‘‘over- 
done athletics’’ while in preparatory 
schools. As a resylt they suffered from 
“pulled tendons’ and other break- 
downs, and were forced to drop out of 
competition when they should have 
been at their: best. 

Not even the most learned book-ath- 
lete holding down a political job con- 
nected with athletics tn our public 
s.100ls will gain much credit by con- 
tradicting a man like Murphy. No 
coach in the world knows more than 
Mike Murphy about the athletic game 
from beginning to end. 

His experience has taught him that 
schoolboy athletics should be directed 
entirely to building up a strong and 
athletic body, and not to the winning 
of competitions and making of records. 
Schoolboy. athletics should be more in 
the line of exercise than of competition. 
This is a thing that the bodk-athlete, 
anxious to “make a showing,” doesn’t 
know. In course of time those who di- 
rect things in the school athletic world 
will be wiser—or more careful—than 
they are today, and we will have a very 
different system of school athletics.

SEAMEN ME 


President Declares Their Unions 
Should Not Have Boycott 
Privilege. 


ARE A FAVORED CLASS} 


Says. Matter Is So Serious It 
Will Probably Come Before 
Congress. 





HARRISBURG, Pa., May 15.—Defend- 
ing the right of Government employes 
to organize for their betterment, but 
sharply attacking their right to strike 
or to use the boycott as a weapon 


against th® Government, President Taft 
sn0ke in’ plain terms to the members of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen 
here. He left last night soon after his 
speech to go to Mrs. Taft, who was re- 
port@d as having a recurrence of a nerv- 
ous ailment. 

The.President closed his address by 
defining his position in regard to the 
affiliation with the American Federation 
of Labor,,.of organizations of Govern- 
ment clerks. 

The question, he sald, is most likely 
to come up in Congress. It presents a 
serious problem which, he said, de- 
manded the _ attention of the whole 
people. 

Points Out Mistake. 

“TIT think,” said the President, ‘‘some 
persons have gone to the extreme of 
holding that there ought to be no com- 
binations of government employes per- 
mitted. I think, however, that in all 
governments, and I have given some 
examination to the subject, the .gov- 
ernment employes are permitted to 
combine and have associations for their 
betterment. 

“The proposition now is that such 
combinations should be allowed to af- 
fililate with Trades-Unions’ organiza- 
tions and to use the same method in 
securing better terms of employment 
that are recognized as lawful and jus- 
tifiable in the ordinary ‘trade union. 
In other words, that it is entirely prop- 
er for postal employes and others to 
combine in an association to affiliate 
with the American Federation of La- 
bor, and then hold in reserve as an 
instfument of enforcing their claims, 
the boycott and the strike, which are 
instrument for. enforcing their claims, 
Federation of Labor and supported and 
justified by it when used by the Trades 
Unions affiliated in such federation. 


Dangerous Weapon. 

“This presents a very serious ques- 
tion, and-one which, if decided in fa- 
vor of the tight of government em- 
ployes to strike and use.the boycott, 
will be full of danger to the govern- 
ment and the republic. 

“The Government employes of France 
resorted to it and took the Government 
by the throat. The executive Was en- 
tirely dependent upon these employes 
for its continuance. 

“When those in executive authority 
refused to acquiesce to the demands, 
the Government employes struck and 
then, with the helplessness of the Gov- 
ernment and the destruction of all au- 
thority and the choking of Government 
activities,’ it was seen that to allow 
the Government employes to use such 
an instrument was to recognize revolu- 
tion as a lawful means of securing an 
increase in compensation for one class 
and that a privileged class, at the ex- 
pense of all the public. 

Points Out Difference. 

“IT do not think that reasonable trades 
union men who-are fully alive to the 
necessity for rigorous means to enforce 
their rights in their controversies with 
capital and employers will fail to see 
the broad difference that exists  be- 
tween their case and that of the class 
of Government employes who are priv- 
ileged not only in the amount éf their 
compensation, the less number of hours 
of their employment, and the greater 
permanency of tenure and who serve the 
Government of all the people, the very 
existence of which will be threatened 
should they combine together to quit 
the Government. service all at once and 
paralyze the benefit and the equal bene- 
fits, that that Government is properly 
Sl pposed and held to confer upon the 
people at large. 

“It ig probable that this question is 
going to be made a question in Congress 
and it calls for the most earnest consid- 
eration,’’ continued the President. 


Are a Privileged Class, 
“The Gov ernment employes are a priv- 


jleged class, whose work ig necessary 


to carry on the Government and upon | 


whose entry into the Government service 
it is entirely reasonable to impose con- 
ditions .that- should: not be and ought 
not to be imposed upon those who sérve 
private émployers.”’

EDUCATION IN SEX 
IN PUBLIC SCHOOL 


He Suggests That the Course 
Begin With Demonstrations 
in Flowering Plants. 





FOLLOWS WITH ZOOLOGY 





Declares Subject of Transmis- 
sion of Life, Properly Taught, 
\ Is Innocent. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May  15.—Dr. 
Gharles W. Eliot, president emeritus .of 
Harvard University; who believes in 
sex education in the public schools, said 
today: 

“It is through the ample and pro- 
longed teaching of natural history that 
the necessary knowledge is to be con- 
veyed to the children, beginning at ten- 
der years with the teaching of botany 
and going to the elements of zoology, 
both subjects being taught-in the most 
concrete manner possible, with inces- 
sant illustrations indoors and out, not 
during the whole school year, but at 
those,.seasons when adequate illustra- 
tions and demonstrations are most feasi- 
ble and convenient. This instruction 
should be.associated in all schools with 
the teaching of pure and applied 
zeography and in rural schools with 
the teaching of agriculture. 


‘Highest Function of Man. 

“Throughout this long course of nat- 
ural history instruction, demonstrations 
of the various modes of. transmitting 
life should frequently occur, the trans- 
mission of life Jeing the highest and 
ultimate function of every plant and 
every animal, including man. 

In flowering plants the fertilization of 


|the embryo sac by pollen may be illus- 


trated in operations which the children 
themselves can perform. The carrying 
of pollen from one flower to another 
by bees and other insects, or by the 
wind, impresses the general fact that 
plants are fixed, while antmals have 
motion. The bi-sexual structure of 
plants isin itself a fascinating subject 
of study for children and youths, and 
through it all runs the thought that 
nature provides for the precious trans- 
mission of life. 


Calls Study Pure and Innocent. 

“In later years of the™school course 
the diverse methods of . reproduction 
in animals will afford a long course of 
instruction, involving the. structure and 
function of many different ‘sorts of’ an- 
imals. The various arrangéments for 
feeding the young and bringing up fam- 
ilies afford an endless variety of inter- 
esting subjects for observation and dis- 
cussion. ‘ 

“The nesting habits of birds and their 
care of offspring are highly instructive 
and easy to exhibit. Here agdin the 
main object of study should be infinite 
variety and elaboration of nature’s pra- 
cesses for the transmission of life. 
These subjects, if properly taught, with 
collecting box, scalpel, microscope, pa- 
per and pencil, are just as pure and 
innocent for children under 13 as chem- 
istry and physics are.. There is noth- 
ing sensual or unclean about them, 
nothing which does not tell of order, 
purpose, inventiveness, ton co- 
operation and achievement.’’

LEIPSIC, May 15.—The Supreme Court 
has quashed previous decisions in the 
Kwilecki case and has declared the 
fourteen-year-old boy said to have been 
imposed en the Count by his childless 
wife legally the heir to the estate and 
the title of Count.

ity have been kept out of their monthly pay 
by a factional wrangle in the Municipal Assem- 
bly.

‘FREE TRADE WITH ILLINOIS. 


No state shall, without’ the consent of Con- 
gress, lay any impost or duties on imports or 
exports, except what may be absolutely neces- 
sary for executing its inspection laws.—United 
States Constitution Art. 1, Sec, 10, 


No state has ever levied such a tax. Trade is 
free among the states. This free trade has given 
the country the greatest domestic commerce the 
world ever knew. Proud as we are of our $3,500,- 
000,000 of foreign commerce, our domestic com- 
merce is estimated to be six times as great. Last 
year our railroads carried 400,000,000 tons more of 
freight than all the railroads of ‘Europe combined 
and 300,000,000 tons more than all the rest of the 
railroads in the world. Such is the beneficent 
result of free trade. 

But, contrary to the spirit if not the letter of 
the Constitution, St. Louis does not enjoy this free 
trade. A tax was levied, among other things, on 
every ton of the 9,882,000 tons of coal that crossed 
the Mississippi into St. Louis last year. It was 
not a freight rate. Coal shipped from the same 
mines by the same route to Kansas City or Omaba 
or anywhere West, did not pay it. It is a duty 
—an impost, levied to pay for the crossing of a 
boundary line, as effective and intolerable as if 
Missouri had the power and the disposition to 
make an import tariff. 

This impost of 20 cents a ton on coal cost St. 
Louis $1,976,000 last year. No other state or city 
in the United States has such a burden imposed 
on its industry. No other city struggles forward 
against such a handicap. So irksome are duty 
taxes that the question of greatest national mo- 
ment at this time is their reduction or abolition. 
So penalizing is the tax on coal that it is one of 
the articles mentioned for free entry under the 
reciprocity arrangement with Canada. 

But when coal, in response to the cry of indus- 
try, comes free from Canada, St.’ Louis will still 
pay the tax of 20 cents a ton. Canada’s entire pro- 
duction of coal is less than a million tons greater 
per year than St. Louis’ consumption, Only a 
small part of this production ever finds its way 
into the United States. Free trade in it will ben- 
efit only a small section. And yet the abolition 
of this duty ‘tax is regarded as an achievement 
of momentous industrial importance to New En- 
gland. 

How much greater an achievement it would be 
td secure free trade in coal between Illinois and 
St. Louis! How much more important it is in 
every respect to have free trade between Illinois 
and Missouri than freer trade between the United 
States and Canada! The latter is industrially and 
commercially desirable; the former is morally and 
constitutionally necessary. What is more absurd 
than that St. Louis should pay a tax on everything 
that comes across the river from East St. Louis 
and 100 miles around it.

One of the Brown children left his 
family group and joined the Smith 
yang at the other end of the 
ounter.

Collectively the ten children 
spent $2.60. In each case ten rounds 
of soad were bought. 

The question was: Why did the 
second grouping of ten spend $32.60 
for soda, while the first grouping of 
ten spent only $2.50? If we change 
that question and ask: Who drank 
the two glasses of soda which the sec- 
ond grouping bought in excess of

\unsolved. Ten cents will buy two 
glasses of soda; each of the children 
in\the group of four and each of the 
retiildren in the group of six bought a 
round for his group; thus a round 
was four or six sodas.
